"Baseball as a profession offers few 


inducements to any young man of av- 
erage intelligence who is capable of 
doing good office work or of pursuing 
a lucrative trade or profession." 
says 


vvilliam Dahlen shortstop for the Bos- 
ton Doves. "There is really little mon- 
ey in the business in the long run. 
If a young-man Is quick. 
attentive 
likes baseball, has a clear brain and 
eye, steady nerves, he 
can average 


about $1,500 a year 
for 
perhaps 10 


years—his salary ranging from S500 to 
SBOOO a season, and the number of sea- 
sons he plays depends entirely 
upon 
his Individual ability.

THE 
CRITICISM 
OF CANDIDATES 
AND THE LAW. 


Some people in Lowell do not seem to huve the right idea about the 


criticism oi' candidates. They are too sensitive upon this point, and thiit 
is our excuse for saying a few words upon a subject that just at present 
is of special importance to Ixnvell. 


\Yhat are the rights and the duties of a newspaper between the public 


and candidates for public office? 
The newspaper has the undoubted right 


to select the candidates it shall support for clcclion, and if in its opinion 
any candidate as unfilled for the office he seeks, the paper is performing a 
part of its duly to the public in showing him up in his true colors. 


It is the duly of a public newspaper to protecl (he rights of the people, 


and in order to do this it must attack unfit candidates for office, showing 
up their shortcomings and whatever in their record goes to prove their un- 
fitness. 
The law allows greal latitude in the criticism of candidates and 


public officials, and all in the interest of the public good. 


A very notable ease recently settled may be cited here to illustrate the 


extent to which the statutes recognize the need of showing up the weak 
points of public officials and of candidates for public office. 


The Topeka State Journal was recently made defendant in three suils 


for $15,000 eacli brought by the attorney general of Kansas, the super- 
intendent of public instruction and the secretary of state. 
These gentle- 


men had been severely criticized for their official acls as state school fund 
commissioners, alleging that they purchased "tainted securities." The three 
officials were holding office at l|ie time of the criticism hut were also candi- 
dates .for reelection when the publication was made. The newspaper as- 
serted that the transaction involved smelt of fraud and made statements to 
Ibe effect that if the officials were exercising due care for the interests of 
the state they would not invest in the securities they had purchased Tvith 
unusual secrecy. 


The case was watched with great interest, not only in Kansas but in 


many other slates. The defendant after a hard fought trial -was acquitted. 
•The case was carried to the supreme court which reaffirmed the decision 
of the lower court. 


The finding of the supreme court, although not differing widely from 


other decisions in similar cases, is very important as outlining the privilege 
of the newspaper to criticize public officials and candidates with the great- 
est severity. Among other things the court says:, 


"If the publisher of a newspaper 
circulated throughout 
the 


state publishes an article reciting facts and making comment relat- 
ing to the official conduct and character of a state officer who is a 
candidate for reelection for the sole purpose of giving to the people 
of the state what he honestly Believes to be true Information and 
for 
the sole purpose of enabling the voters to cast their bal- 


lot more intelligently and the whole thing is done in good faith, the 


', 
publication is privileged, although the matters contained In the ar- 
ticle may be untrue and derogatory to the character of the candl- 


. date." 


Here, however, is'where the legal line is drawn 
on the question of 


privilege in such cases: 


"Generally publication should bo no wider than the moral or 


social duty to publish. 
If it be designedly or unnecessarily or neg- 


ligently excessive privilege is lost." 


Here then is a fair statement of what a paper is permitted by law to do 


and what it is not permitted to do in the matter of criticizing candidates for

That these plaintiffs were state officials did not change the 
situation in the least. The law is the same in reference to all public officials. 


.. That being so it appears that public officials and candidates for public 


office need not be too thin-skinned in regard to criticism because the public 
journal in showing up the weaknesses of any candidate for office is exer- 
cising one of its most important functions for promoting the public good. 


But if candidates themselves have no right to protest against 
fair 


criticism surely the people who are mainly interested—(he general public— 
has no right to complain. 
Yet we do occasionally find that the voters be- 


come indignant when a newspaper expresses an honest opinion in regard 
to the demerits of any particular candidate. 


Let it be understood that while the newspaper has the undoubted right 


to criticize candidates for office, it has no right to hold up a private citizen 
to public ridicule or contempt, except by his 
actions 
he 
make's such 


criticism necessary in the interest of public decency or otherwise. 


The people who would resent honest criticism of a candidate are stand- 


ing in their own light and setting a premium upon incornpetency and dis- 
honesty. It is to their interest to have the freest and widest criticism, pro- 
vided such criticism be based upon facts. 


In the local situation there are many people in our city who think that 


Officer Brown as a candidate for mayor should be «n exception to the gen- 
eral rule; that in fact he should be held sacrosanct against newspaper fire; 
but now that he is a candidate we do not sec why he should be exempt from 
the inevitable fate of candidates who ihru.st themselves into the limelight, 
seeking the suffrages of the people. Not only is Mr. Brown a candidate 
but he is very aggressive in attacking special interests and he need not, 
therefore, be surprised if he find:; the interests or the men attacked trying 
to defend themselves against his charges 
or 
even 
coming 
back with 


counter-charges.

It is the duty of the newspaper to examine the candidate's motives, his 


capacity and experience or hip lack thereof, in order that the voters may 
the better be enabled to cast their ballot intelligently on clcclion day.

It is 
nearly a week since the president of 
the Standard Oil company voluntarily 
went on the stand In the government's 
suit to dissolve the great corporation of 
which he is the head.

hi.s task was comparatively easy. Un- 
der the kindly guidance of his counsel 
Mr. Rockefelle^ told in most entertain- 
ing manner his story of thu crowtb '•' 
his company. 
Then came (he cross- 


examiner, Frank B. Kellogg, and with 
him a change in the demeanor of the 
witness. Mr. Kellogg has heen engaged 
almost constantly for more than a year 
nn the present suit and his familiarity 
with many details of the great busi- 
ness has been known to be equal al- 
most to that of Mr. Rockefeller. Under 
the galling cross fire of questions. Mr. 
Rockefeller has handled hims"lf with 
extreme caution, and when in doubt as 
lo whether he should answer a iiues- 
tion, invariably has awaited the ndvice 
of his counsel before making reply. 


For the first time since he has heen 


on the witness stand at this hearing 
Mr. Rockefeller was a little late In ar- 
riving today. Frank B. Kellogg, 
the 


government's special assistant attorney 
Ereneral, resumed his cross-examination

house of lords last night Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts expressed the conviction 
that the lack of a military force suffi- 
cient to make hopeless the attempt of 
an invasion would, In all probability, 
be the cause-of the loss ot Great Brit- 
ain's supremacy at sea. 


In a studied speech he pointed out

or fear of Germany, but he declared 
that the defence ~6f the island required 
immediate attention. 


•There should be an army so strong 


in numbers and efficient in quality, he

foreign nations would hesitate,.to make 
a landing in England. 


He had ascertained, the speaker con- 


tinued, that' vessels capable of accom- 
modating 200,050 men are always avail- 
able In the northern ports of Germany, 
and that as a result of the new Ger- 
man-service law 200.000 men could be 
collected in tfhe districts of the nearest 
port without any trouble.

Signed to hold In chec'i tho waters of 
the Chagres river, was In the begin- 
ning fifty feet wide; it has now been 
extended to a length of three hun- 
dred feet. In vlo\v of the exlutlng-con- 
dltlons the settlement of the dam was 
expected. The reason Is the 
heavy 


weight of the embankment. There la 
nothing to do to prevent this falling 
in and it will have to continue.

have been other settlements In the vi- 
cinity of the dam of Gatun and the 
rains have started several landslides 
In the Culebra cut.

PKKIN. Nov. 24.—The 
situation 
at Nanking where a mutiny on

part of the Chinese troops broke out 
Nov. 13 is serious. There has been 
fighting In the (streets of the city and 
some of the foreign residents have 
Wkcii refuge on board a British gun- 
boat.

THE CRITICISM 
OF CANDIDATES 
AND THE LAW. 


Some people in Lowell <io not seem to huvc the right idea about\hc 


criticism of candidates. They are too sensitive upon this point, and tl\t 
is our excuse for saying a few words upon a subject that just at preseu 
is of special importance to Lowell. 


What are the rights and the duties of a newspaper between (he public 


and candidates for public olliee? 
The newspaper has flic undoubted right 


• 
to select the candidates it shall support for election, and if m its opinion 
any candidate is unfitted for the office lie seeks, the paper is performing a 
part of its duty to the public in showing him up in his true colors. 


It is the duty of a public newspaper to protect the rights of the people, 


and in ordci fo do this it must attack unfit candidates for office, showing 


., 
up then shoitcomings and whatever in their record goes to prove their un- 
fitness. 
The law allows great latitude in the criticism of candidates and 


public officials, and all iu the interest of the public good. 


A very notable case recently settled may be cited here to illustrate the 


extent to which the statutes recognize the need of showing up tbe weak 
points of public officials and of candidates for public office. 


The Topeka State Journal was recently made defendant iu three suits 


for $15,000 each brought by the attorney general of Kansas, the super- 
intendent^ public instruction and the secretary of state. These gentle- 
men had been severely criticized for their official acts as state school fund 
commissioners, alleging that they purchased "tainted securities." The three 


officials weie holding office at the time of the criticism but were also candi- 
dates for reelection when the publication was made. The newspaper as- 


rserted (hat Ihe transaction involved smelt of fraud and made statements to 
the effect that if the officials were exercising due care for the interests of 
the state they would not invest in the securities they had purchased with 
unusual secrecy. 


The case was watched with .great interest, not only in Kansas but in 


many other states. The defendant after a bard fought trial was acquitted. 


_, The case was carried to the supreme court which reaffirmed the 'decision 
1 of the lower court. 


The finding of the supreme court, although not differing widely from 


J 
other decisions in similar cases, is very important as outlining the privilege 
of the newspaper to criticize public officials and candidates with the great- 


- 
est se\entil. Among other things the court says:
